1 . FOLLOWING FOR YOUR INFORMATION IS A SUMMARY OF 
PRESIDENT SADAT'S VISIT TO WASHINGTON: 

2. PRESIDENT SADAT MET WITH PRESIDENT CARTER ON THREE 
OCCASIONS DURING HIS APRIL 3-6 VISIT, AND PARTICIPATED IN 

A WORKING LUNCHEON WITH SECRETARY VANCE AT THE DEPARTMENT 
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OF STATE. THE PRINCIPAL SUBJECT OF THE DISCUSSION WAS 
THE MUTUAL EFFORT TOWARD A MIDDLE EAST PEACE SETTLEMENT. 

BOTH SIDES EMPHASIZED THE IMPORTANCE OF ACHIEVING MOVEMENT 
THIS YEAR. PRESIDENT SADAT STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF 
MOVING RAPIDLY THIS YEAR TOWARD A SETTLEMENT ON ALL FRONTS, 

AND SAID THAT THE U.S. WAS THE KEY TO SUCH MOVEMENT.
